"Jubaland is not a musical comedy name for Dixie, 


but a portion olj British- East Africa which may be 
joined to Italian Somaliland as the'outcome .of amicable 


• negotiations between Great Britain and Italy, news dis- 
patches state," says the National Geographic society in 
a bulletin issued today from its Washington Headquar- 
ters.

"Few other undeveloped regions on that vast conti- 


nent hold such agricultural opportunities 
Cor indi- 


viduals or companies which can handle native labor as 
do the vast uncultivated plains on which rubber, cotton 
and tobacco can be grown. 


/•Jubaland now is the northernmost part of British 


East Africa lying west of the Juba river. Few white 
men have penetrated the fastnesses 
of this country 


which touches Abyssinia on the north, Uganda on the 
west, and Italian Somaliland on the east. ]ts southern 
portion fringes the equator. With the exception of the 
Juba there are no navigable streams of note leading 
inland. 


"The Juba river., about the length of our own Colo- 


rado river, can be used for commercial navigation about 
•100 miles from, its mouth. In Us valley, where irriga- 
tion is practiced on a naturally fertile soil, already 
there are continuous llelds of maize, millet, plantain, 
semsem, tobacco and cotton.
